for the Irish farm-hand will sell his labour 
in the highest market. We hope and 
believe that this new Magna Charta of the 
soil will give a huge stimulus to the tillage 
campaign in Ireland. Minimum prices 
apart, as Mr. Lloyd George said yester- 
day, the British farmer will be on velvet 
for many years after the war. 

So much for the farmer, and now for 
the man-in-the-street. Victory depends as 
much on the town as on the field, and, per- 
haps, the townsman’s task will be the 
harder of the two. We shall still have our 
essential food, some of our strong drink, 
our tobacco, our newspapers—though re- 
duced, mayhap, to Cowper's “folio of four 
pages”; but most of our luxuries must 
go. Foreign fruit; such as apples and 
tomatoes, will disappear from our tables 
till the end of the war. Nuts—does any- 
bedy eat nuts now?—~will be reduced by 
75 per cent. The imports of paper—now 
1,200,000 tons—will be halved. Foreign 
tea will be prohibited, and Indian tea re- 
duced in quantity. All these economies will 
set free a million tons of shipping for the 
carriage of munitions arid essential food. 
A further drastic reduction will be made 
in the output of beer. On this so much 
debated question Mr, Lloyd George was 
perfectly frank: the motive is not health 
or temperance or morality, but the win- 
ning of the war. The output of beer will 
be reduced from eighteen million to ten 
million barrels, and so 600,000 tons of 
food-stuffs will be saved for the people. 
It is a whole month’s supply, and the 
issue of the war may yet depend on the 
nations powers of endurance for thirty 
days. . A corresponding restriction will be 
made in the issue of spirits as a safeguard 
against any large turn-over from the drink- 
ing of beer to the drinking of whiskey. 
This means that the average man must 
reduce his consumption of alcohel by at 
least fifty per cent., and of course the 
brewers, distillers, and publicans will be 
badly hit. Mr. Lloyd George appeals to 
the patriotism alike of the drinker and the 
producer, and we think that he will not 
appeal in vain. If there is to be a Nunc 
est bibendum at all, let it come when the 
last German submarine is at the bottom 
of the sea. 

We have said many times, with too much 
truth, that hitherto Ireland has failed to 
realise the war. She will realise it now, for 
to-day we aro all fighters. Mr. Lloyd George 
has brought the conflict with Germany into 
every home in this island as truly as if the 


guns of the German Fleet were thunder- | 


ing in Dublin Bay. We are a race of 
fighters, and if this appeal does not rouse 
the old instincts to the full, we shall prove 
false to our dearest tradition. We are 
fighting not only to win the war, but to 
save Ireland from the spectre of famine; 
té keep our own children from hunger ; to 
avert horrible suffering from the poor of 
our slums. Those Irishmen who must 
still indulge in the luxury of hating Eng- 
land may be left to themselves: 
of self-preservation will, 
them sense.

To all the rest, who know 
that this is Ireland's war—a war for the 
liberties of the whole world-—we make an 
earnest and most confident appeal. They 
will answer the country’s call not only 
without grumbling, but with proud and 
cheerful hearts. That is our own attitude, 
and we are no “hurler on the ditch,” for 
the restriction of paper imports hits the 
newspaper industry at least as hardly as 
any other industry is hit by the new re- 
strictions. Proud and cheerful hearts, 
because at last every one of us will be

Germany and America. 


The German submarine “ blockade” has 
now been in operation for more than three 
weeks, and the United States and Germany 
are still at'peace. Congress, which alone 
under the American Oonstitution has the 
power of making war, dissolves on March 
4th. Before that date, therefore, if he 
contemplates President Wilson 
must seek thé sanction of Congress for 
any measures he may wish to take in de- 
fence of American interests, ince the 
beginning of the month Germany has done 
nothing which would come within his exact 
definition of an “overt act.” “By pure 
chance, no American lives have been lost, 
though many have been endangered, No 
American ships have been sunk. Never- 
theless, American interesta have been very 
gravely affected by the German“ blockade.”’ 
One—perhaps, the chief—reason why no 
American ships have been sunk within the 
past three weeks is that very few have put 
to sea. As a result railways are refusing 
to handle goods consigned to Eastern ports 
for export, A serious dislocation of in- 
dustry in the Western, as well as the 
Eastern, States is in prospect. Food 
prices have risen enormously in all parts 
of the country. The eastern ports of the 
United States, in fact, are blockaded. 
These developments are doubtless not left 
out of Mr. Wilson's calculations. They 
tend increasingly to bring home to the 
American people the meaning of the Ger- 
man submarine campaign, and to unite the 
whole country behind the President in any 
step which he may take. The psychological 
moment for action, however, seéms to have 
arrived. Germany's agents in the United 
States are resourceful, and they are en- 
gaged in attempting to ‘turn even this situa- 
tion to aceount. They are believed to 
be fomenting “food riots,” with the 
object of reviving the movement for 
a general embargo on exports and.of 
diverting attention from the German 
“blockade,” Unless he is to risk a re- 
action in a confusion of issues, therefore, 
Mr. Wilson must seize his moment while 
the tide of popular opinion is in full flood 
behind him. ‘The minimum which he is 
expected to demand from Congress is 
power to arm American merchantmen. for 
defence against subma rines.

PAPER ‘SUPPLY REDUCED BY HALF. 


Mr. Lloyd George, in the House of Commons 
yesterday, unfolded his scheme for the re: 
striction of imports and the encouragement 
of home food production, as a means of 
solving the shipping tonnage problem, on 
which, as he explained, the ultimate suc- 
cess of the Allied cause depends. 
pointed out that there has been for some 
time a shortage of tonnage for the ordi- 
nary needs of the nation and even for 
military exigencies; that our food stocks 
are at present dangerously low—lower 
than they have ever been before within 
living recollection. 

Amongst the means of saving tonnage he pro- 
posed :— 

To dispense with all non-essential imports. 
To make France and Britain as far as possible 
self-supporting in regard to timber. 

We imported a million tons of iron ore yearly. 
This could be reduced by increasing the 
home supply. 

Stimulation of home food supplies was the 
most important means. The plough was 
our hope. 

Farmers should be induced to increase the area 
under cultivation at once.

THE SUBMARINE MENACE,

AN APPEAL TO FRANCE, 

The Army in France is very considerable 

consumer of timber, and Tesch have been 

made from time to time to the French Govern. 


ment, and the French Government have been 


extremely helpful. They have already placed 


| two forests at the disposal of the Army, and I

country—and there are; as a matter, of fact, 
there is plenty of ore in this country. It is, 
further, low grade ore, but the quality is good, 
and, being low grade ore, it did not pay, as a 
commercial proposition to dig it. 1t was better 
to get better class of ore from Spain. But 
this is not a commercial question. (Cheers.) 
This is not a question of getting it, but using 
our tonnage. It involves, unfortunately, in- 
creasing the number of our blast furnaces. 
That means more labour for building for carry- 
ing on the work, and there is only a very 
limited supply. In fact, there is no margin of 
supply of the highest class of skilled men work- 
ing these furnaces. We have protected them 
against recruiting for months, but, in spito of 
that fact, we are short of the necessary supply 
of labour for our blast furnaces. What, then, 
is required for the purpose of increasing our 
supply of ore? There are mines, I am told, in 
Lincolnshire. There are mines in Cumberland, 
and there aré the famous Cleveland Mines, all 
producing excellent ore, and I am told that if 
we increase the labour in those mines we could 
augment by millions of tons a year the quantity 
of ote which could be produced from this 


country. 
AN APPEAL TO LABOUR, 

Here, again, we require skilled labour as well 
as unskilled, and I want to make a special 
appeal to both classes. The skilled labour is 
only available in the stone and slate quarries 
of North Wales, and in some of the collieries 
where at present the mines are not working 
full time. There are, I am told, a certain 
number of mines from which a few miners could 
be spared for this purpose, In these two direc- 
tions we might be able to secure the necessary 
number of skilled men, and, for unskilled men, 
we must trust the people of this country to 
éa their services at the disposal of Mr. 
Neville Chamberlain for the purpose of assist- 
ing us in this all-important task. I have 
named now two directions where we can, if we 
only put forward reasonable effort, secure a 
saving of tonnage to the extent of millions of

No civilised country in the world spent less 
on agriculture, or even spent as little on it, 
either directly or indirectly, as we did.

FOOD STOCKS ALARMINGLY LOw. 
Between 70 and 80 per cent. of our wheat 
has been imported, and at the present 
moment | want the country to know, our 
food stocks are low, alarmingly low.

We discussed 
for some time whether we should have a Wages 
Board to fix wages, or whcthery we should have 
a fixed minimum, and this is what influenced us 
eventually in not setting up a Wages Board 
during the war—they knew that the farmer in- 
finitely preferred knowing—I won't say the 
worst, but knowing exactly what he had to pay, 
and that he won't be bothered with Boards 
when the whole of his mind should be on plough- 
ing the land. After the war Wage Boards will 
be set up. 

THE DIFFICULTY OF IRELAND. 

Then, of course, there is the difficulty of 
Ireland.
